1. SCOPE OF DISASTER: PAKISTAN FEDERAL RELIEF COMMISSIONER 
REPORTED PRELIMINARY ESTIMATE TWENTY THOUSAND SQUARE MILES 
PUNJAB INUNDATED AS OF 15 AUGUST, WITH OVER ONE MILLION HOMES 
DESTROYED AND EIGHT MILLION PERSONS HOMELESS (OF WHICH FORTY 
FIVE PERCENT ARE CHILDREN). HUNDRED THIRTY-TWO FATALITIES SO 
FAR AND NUMBER OFINJURED EXPECTED TO BE LARGE. EXTENSIVE 
DAMAGE LOCAL INFRA-STRUCTURE, INCLUDING FIVE HEADWORKS WATER

6. FUTURE REPORTING REQUIREMENTS: ADDRESSEES WILL RECALL THAT 
ONE OF PRINCIPAL UNDRO RESPONSIBILITIES IN DISASTER SITUATION 

IS TO KEEP INFORMED OF BOTH RELIEF REQUIREMENTS AND WHAT DONORS 
ARE PROVIDING TO MEET THESE. THE LATTER IS ESSENTIAL TO HELP AVOID 
UNNECESSARY DUPLICATION. IN THIS CONNECTION WOULD GREATLY APPRECIATE 
ADDRESSEES KEEPING UNDRO ADVISED THEIR CONTRICUTIONS IN CASH 
AND KIND TO EMERGENCY RELIEF PHASE OPERATIONS. DONORS OF FOODSTUFFS 
AND MEDICAMENTS ARE PARTICULARLY REQUESTED TO PROVIDE DETAILS 
OF ITEMS AND TO STATE QUANTITIES RATHER THAN ONLY STATING THEIR 
MONETARY VALUE.
